A ſoft Tongue, as Solomon tells us, breaketb the bone.

Thirdly, Natural Equity requires this fair and 
mild Dealing, becauſe we all expect it from thoſe.

When God commanded the Tfaelites to be kind 
to Strangers, the Argument he uſes to perſwade 
them, is, That they ſhould remember that them- 
ſelves were once Strangers in the Land of Egypt; 
Thar ir was once their own Caſe, and perhaps 
might be fo again. The Author to the Hebrews 
tells us, That we ſhould remember thoſe that 
ſuffer adverſity as being our ſelves alſo in the body;

to Day, may, for all we know, fall upon us to 
mor row. Our Natures are as liable to Errors as 
to any other misfortunes, and the beſt men are 
liable to ſuch as may ſufficiently Expoſe them to 
the Cenſure of the World; and therefore, when 
we do uncharitably judge and condemn our Neigh- 


bours for ſuch things we do only pronounce a 


hard Sentence againſt our ſelves, who have per-

ſeyerely Cenſute in them. |

They Wiſdoin deſcend th not from above, but #s Kovthly, 
Senſual, Deviliſh, Far where Envy and Strife is, there is Confu- 
on and every evil Work. A great Part of the World have been 
ſo long engaged in Heats and Ditpares, that they have quite forgot 
the Narure ot our Holy Religion, which was never defigued by God 
to yield Matter for Quarrel, but to make People more Holy, Cbari— 
table and Beneficial to che World ; Ir has been roo common a Miitake 
for Men to think they have done enough in Religion if they have 
been Zealous tor the Party they reckon Orthodox, and co glory as 
if they had done God good Service, when perhaps they have all the 
while been only gratifying their own Pride and Paſhons, ſo that in- 
ſtead of the Holy, ure, and Peaceable Religion which our Dear 
Lord left us, the chief Things promoted, are Animoſities, Fewds, 
and Factions, 

It is a M-lancholy Thing to confid:r how much this has been the 
Caſe of our own Church and Nation for abov: theſe Hundred Years; 
and more melancholy ro Conſider that we do not yet ſeem inclined to 
grow Wiſer, No tooner was the Church Retorm'd but rhe Enemy 
{owed thele Tares in the Field,which have hindred the Growth of the 
good Sced ever ſiuce: So that inſtead of joyning heartily together to 
promote True P:ery , and the Divine Life, and the Intereſt of the 
Reformation, a great Parr of our Zeal has been taken up in Heats 
among our ſelves. This has cauſed a great Relaxation ot Diſcipline, 
and Corruption of Manners ; has hardened thoſe among us who ad- 
hered {ill to the Church of Rome, and made our Retormation odi- 
ous ; It has raiſed Hatred and Animoſities, Schiſm and Hereſies in 
the Church; and Diſcontent, and Faction. and Diviſion in the State.

their ſecret Hopes and Fears which never flatrer ; And I am confi- 
dent that | may in this Cafe appeal to the Conſciences of all-rhat 
hear me. We hope to ſee many good Days, to enjoy our Friends 
and Relations, and whar God has given us in Quiet and Security; 
to have publick Peace, and the Liberty to ſerve God in Purity accor- 
ding to our Conſciences; Bur which of theſe things do we expect to 
have if our Enemies ſhould get the better? Are not the Thoughts 
of that, tho bleſſed be God very unlikely to come to paſs, yer ſtill 
a ſecret Damp to all our Hopes ? ls not all the Happineſs we pro- 
miſe our {elves in this World till with this Exception, if it ſhall 


Miſeries which a Change muſt bring upon us? For indeed what can 
be the Effect of it but Slavery to our ſelves and the reſt of Europe, 
joyncd with ſo many Calamities as a Bigotted Prince muſt bring 
upon a Nation of a different Religion ; as many as Popery always 
brings where it has Power over Proreſtants. For that Religion is irre- 


Eoncilcable to all others, and muſt and will perſecute whenever it 


has a good Opportunity : Perſecution of Hereticks is as much a Lay 
of their Church as any they have among them, and a Law that has 
been as much put in Execution; And if ever it has been for 
any time ſuſpended , it has been plainly where they could not 
help it. Bur that is the true Genius and Spirit of their Religion, 
and more-eſpecially now, fince our Great Enemy of France has 
framed, and ſo far carried on the Defign of rooting out the Northern 
Hereſie, as they are pleas'd to call our Religion. He has indeed pretty 
effectually done it in his own Country, by forcing at leaſt 200000 
Souls to leave their Native Land, and all they had, to ſeek their 
Bread in ſtrange Countries where they could get it. Infinite num- 
ders of Families more have been undone by all the vexatious Ways 
of Opprethon, and fo prevailed upon at laſt to diſſemble their Reli 
gion, and wound. their Conſciences to ſave themſelves. And yer this 
» the Man that ſome Engliſhmen, and who calls themſelves Prote- 
ftants roo, would have had, and | doubt ſtill defire to have, for 
the Deliverer of England, and the Preſer ver of our Church; This is 
fo monſtrous a thing, that I do hope, and believe that the number 
is not great of thoſe who expreſſy defire it; And 1 would fain hope 
that for the future, all Engliſhmen will be ſo wiſe as not to be Heat 
ed by Theſe Men, and carried into ſuch Meaſures as mult bring · the 
Matter about whether they themſelves deſire it or not. Can we e 
pect that if that Prince fhould prevail. he will uſe us better than ht 
has his owns Subjects ? There is certainly one thing in which ou 
Condition is !;ke ro be much worle ; they, when they were _ 0 
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pleaſe God to preſerve our Government, and keep us from thoſe |

c have thereby, that theſe things ſhall never come upon us; And 
tit ll our Hearts with a ſenſe of Gratitude to our Glorious Queen, 
ho has ſhewed ſo much Zeal in the Protecurior of this War fo ne- 
Fry to che Safety ot Her Subjects, and vo has been bleſſed by 
od with {o much Succels in it, | 
This brings me to the Third and Laſt Particular, which is to con- 
de er, what very probably, by the Bleſſing of God, may be the Effect 
ns ra happy Union among our ſelves, and of our hearty joint Eudea- 
ars againit our Common Enemies. My Text ſays, That Ephraim 
nd Judah being thus join'd, {tall fy upon their Enemies and pork 
gem, and bring them to Obedience. As tor our ſelves, we have 
ot entered into this War to injarge our own Dommions.or to poſſeſs 
u lelver ot what belongs to our Neighbours ; but only to fee that 
lice and Right be done, and that our ſelves and others may nor 
at the Mercy of a Prince who has hitherto put no other Rounds to 
Ambition, but ro ſeize upon all he can get, whether Right or 
rong ; And therefore we have this to intitle us to the Bleſſing and 
itauce of God, that we have a juſt Caulc ; which is ſufficient to 
courage us to go on with Reſolution: But after all, it is fit for us 
th to think and ſpeak modeſtly about the Event; for that is fill in 
Hand of God, and He may, either to puniſh us tor our Sins, or 
anſwer other wiſe Ends of his Providence, ſuffer an unjuſt Adver- 
to prevail againſt us; we ſhould therefore continue our Prayers 
Cod, and live in an humble Dependance upon him, and endea- 
rto do every thing that may engage him to be of our tide, 
But if we may judge of the future Favours of God, by the hleſ- 
s He has already beſtow'd upon vs, we hive certainly very gourd 
wnds to hope the beſt,
